On April 21, Mr. J. G. Barnard notified us that a dog had again 
damaged his stock, and asked us to come and adjust matters, 
which we did, allowing him $30.00, making the total amount paid 
for damage by dogs in the southern part of the town within one 
year $84.50.

The longest case quarantined was for 59 days, where 11 persons 
were quarantined with a total of to cases of diphtheria. The 
actual cost to the town for each person per day was 28 3-10 cents, 
an exceedingly small expense for so large a family. 

We would recommend that cesspools, outbuildings, and in fact 
every place where filth of any kind accumulates be kept clean and 
thus avoid one of the causes that often lead to many contagious 
diseases, with danger to life, inconvenience by being in quarantine, 
and more or less expense to the town.

The board was fortunate in securing the services of Miss Kath- 
erine N. Brown of Kingston, N. H., a teacher of long experience, 
under whose charge for the entire year the school has been brought 
from a degree of chaos to a standing second to none. 


By her 
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teaching of seven years in the public schools of Epping and else- 
where the school has received the benefit of her experience, which 
the progress of her pupils amply “testify. Secure good teachers 
and keep them. Good schools praise themselves. 


DIVISION 2. 


This school for the spring term was under the charge of Miss 
Anna E. Godding of Ashby, Mass., a teacher of previous terms, 
but owing to parental dissatisfaction the board concluded to make 
a change. Miss Godding, however, was a painstaking teacher and 
one worthy of a good situation. ‘The fall and winter terms were 
taught by Miss Alice G. Smart of this town, whose methods and 
teaching place her for so young a teacher in the front ranks of 
educational instructors. ‘The parents of this district should con- 
gratulate themselves that Miss Smart was secured. 


DIVISION 3. 


This school for the entire year has been taught by Miss Susie 
O. French, of this town, a teacher of rare tact, entering into her 
duties with zeal and fidelity that must command the respect of 
both pupil and parent. This school at the present time, therefore, 
must be placed in the front ranks of scholarship, directly attributed 
to Miss French’s fine method of teaching. Her services should be 
retained. 

DIVISION 4. 

Through the prevalence of diphtheria, this school has been de- 
prived of one whole term. ‘The Spring term was not commenced, 
the school board deeming it for the best interests of the district 
to endeavor to check the disease somewhat by not allowing the 
scholars to intermingle. The Fall and Winter terms have been 
taught by Miss Bessie M. French, of this town. ‘This school, al- 
though small, has perhaps as bright a lot of pupils as any school in 
town. Miss French has been an able instructor and success has 
crowned her efforts. Parents satisfied and scholars obedient, 
coupled with a model teacher must necessarily bring good results. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


The schools, with the exception of Division 1, were under the 
conirol of Mr. Whitcher to June rg with the same degree of suc- 
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cess as in previous terms. By a vote of the district we were com- 
pelled to withdraw from the Supervisory District, unless the district 
would employ some superintendent other than Mr. Whitcher. On 
May 13 the entire board visited Dover, where a joint meeting was 
held by the school boards of the district, viz., Newmarket, Durham 
and Alton. After a general discussion these boards refused to en- 
tertain any other name as superintendent, so as honest representa- 
tives of our district we voted to withdraw as our constituents 
wished. As before stated, Division 1 was without the services of 
Mr. Whitcher in the spring term, but not without a competent 
teacher, so accordingly when our schools opened for the fall term 
was well advanced in methods favorable to the board. A change 
of teachers in Division 2 for the better, and with the old reliables 
in Divisions 3 and 4, we were able to start anew with graded 
course work, copies of which were distributed September 1. 

Good results have apparently been attained, and at each visit of 
the Board all school rooms were neatly kept, order of a high degree 
maintained, and pupil and teacher interested in each other. From 
every portion of the district come words of commendation which 
attest to the results our schools have brought about since the com- 
‘mencement of the fall term. Employ good teachers, pay them 
good salary, shun supervisory districts, exercise home rule, and our 
schools will speak for themselves. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


We would respectfully recommend that the sum of $250.00 be 
raised for the following repairs: To reshingle school house Div- 
ision 1, also to build a new fence in rear of same, and to paint the 
one built two years ago, while on the inside blackboards are 
needed. In Division 3, to paint the fence, while in Division 4, a 
new fence is much needed and should be built.
